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My “Grip “Go Lort-au-Lrince, Republic 


I left Miami January 6 on the 
Brazilian Clipper. This is a new 
plane flying from Miami thru Cu- 
ba to the South Sea Islands. It 
has a speed of over 200 miles pet 
hour and a capacity of forty-eight 
passengers. This is one of the best 
aeroplanes that is flown on _ the 
Pan-American line. It is equipped 
with every necessity. Meals are 
served on the plane .It has a tested 
altitude of twenty miles, but on 
this route it only makes an altitude 
of twelve thousand feet if weather 
conditions are favorable. The view 
of the island of Cuba is a beautiful 
sight. 

We arrived in Port-au-Prince at 
four o’clock in the afternoon. The 
plane is supposed to fly from Mi- 
ami to Port-au-Prince in six hours. 


The island is a very beautiful 
island of the Caribbean sea, situ- 
ated between 17th degree 55 20 
northern latitude and the 77th de- 
gree of western longitude. This is- 
land was discovered by Christo- 
pher Columbus in December, 1492, 
and he christened it “The Marvel- 
ous Land.” On the slopes of her 
fertile and picturesque mountains, 
lovely fields of cotton, coffee, su- 
gar cane, and corn are pruduced. 
There are vast areas of flatlands 
abundantly watered. These valleys 
are covered with all kinds of pro- 
ducts—corn, peas, oranges, grape- 
fruit, bananas, etc. 

The city of Port-au-Prince is 
built well within the recess of a 


of Haiti 
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safe and magnificent harbor at the 
base of a majestic mountain. It is 
the capital of the Republic of Haiti. 
There are approximately 300,000 
inhabitants in this city. They have 
several universities, public schools, 
wireless, cable and radio stations. 
The entire republic occupies about 
one third of this beautiful island. 
A glorious sunshine, a_ perpetual 
springtide, a salubrious climate, a 
wonderful scenery, a profusion of 
tropical fruits and vegetables, 
make it a very agreeable place for 
foreign tourists. 

Vital Herne is a bishop in the 
Church and represents the Church 
of God mission station. He has 
rented a place with eight rooms 
aud has his mission and school in 
the four rooms downstairs. In my 
judgment he has the best foreign 
mission work that the Church of 
God has today. He has the privilege 
granted him to have a_ literary 
school in his mission. The teacher 
of this school is a son-in-law of the 
Major General of the army of the 
republic. He was reformed from 
the life of a drunkard thru the 
prayers and influence of Vital 
Herne. After his reformation he 
volunteered to take the _ school. 
They have a group of well-trained 
children and their general deport- 


ment is a credit to any bunch of 
school children. They gave a Chil- 
dren’s Day service while I was 
there and I am sure it would have 
been interesting to any of our 
preachers. 


The natives of the republic 
speak French and I had to speak 
thru an interpreter while there. 
There were only two in the congre- 
gation who could understand Eng- 
lish. Brother Herne was educated 
for a priest. He became  dissatis- 
fied with the Catholic church and 
went to the Episcopal church. 
Thru the influence of some mis- 
sionaries he was saved, sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost. He 
joined the Church of God in Christ 
but became dissatisfied with their 
government. Thru some way he 
heard of the Church of God. He 
wrote to our General Secretary 
and after carefully studying the 
Minutes of the Assembly and the 
teachings of the Church, he whole- 
heartedly accepted the Church and 
its doctrine. 


They have a good congregation 
of Holy Ghost-filled members and 
their humble way of serving God 
I am sure would impress any one 
with their sincerity. They possess a 
great degree of faith and confi- 
dence in God. When one of them 
decides to become a Christian, it 
seems that they have no trouble 
in receiving the fullness of the 
blessing immediately. There are

SOCIALISM SPREADS IN 
SCHOOLS AT U. S. 
EXPENSE 
Under date of Jan. 23rd (A.P.), 
Senator Dickinson from Iowa stat- 
ed in his address before the senate 
that Tennessee Valley Authority 
funds have been used for socialist 
propaganda in American schools. 
He also charges that Walter & 
Meyer has been paid by TVA for 
writing an article bearing the title 
of “Tennessee Valley Looks to the 
Future.” The senator charges that 
an agency of the Federal govern- 
ment engaged ina  propagandic 
trick that amounts to a_ public 
fraud, a deception as serious in its 
nature as charges brought against 


public utilities. He further charges 
that large quantities of the article 
referred to above have been re- 
printed and_ distributed in class 
rooms at the expense of the TVA. 

Following close on the heels of 
such charges comes a report of the 
arrest of W. H. Rogers, former 
F.E.R.A. agent in Arkansas, on a 
charge of “anarchy and conspiracy 
to usurp the government.” The 
Highlander Folk school near Mont- 
eagle, a communist institution is 
also concerned in these charges. 
Rogers is reported to have said, 
“We want a revolution under any 
name.” The F.E.R.A. workers edu- 
cational school in Austin, Tex. is 
also in accord with the above nam- 
ed school. Dr. Wm. A. Amberson, 
instructor of the University of 
Tennessee medical college, and 
Robert O’Brien, professor of eco- 
nomics and sociology, at LeMoyne 
college, a Negro institution, have 
also been arrested. These also fur- 
nish evidence of the fact that gov- 
ernment funds are actually being 
spent for the spread of communism 
and socialism and connects cer- 
tain high power institutions of 
learning as being agents and con- 
tributors to revolt and revoijution- 
ary purposes. What think ye?

CRUELTY OF THE GODLESS 

Keith L. Brooks writing in 
“Prophecy” quoting the European 
Harvest Field magazine, furnishes 
us with the following which was 
written by a Christian leader: 

“During the early days of my 
exile, it seemed to me that the 
guards had been chosen only 
from a class of people who had no 


spark of humanity remaining in 
them. This work has been s0 or- 
ganized by the Bolesheviks that no 
mercy is allowed the prisoners. The 
guard is instructed to treat his un- 
happy wards with merciless cruel- 
ty. These guards usually come 
from the ranks of common crim- 
inals and their hearts are as hard 
as stone and their cruelty like that 
of beasts. It is fun to them to pierce 
their prisoner with a knife or bay- 
onet and then, with a hellish laugsa, 
watch him writhe in unbearable 
pain. 

“The Bolshevistic G.P.U. has 
established such an _ astonishing 
system of political spying that ev- 
ery citizen of Soviet Russia is con- 
stantly being closely watched. The 
eyes and ears of the G. P. U. are 
everywhere. They know what you 
buy, what you eat, and what you 
say. I myself suffered from this, 
even among believers. I once made 
known a certain secret to a Chris- 
tian brother, one of my fellow- 
preachers. It never entered my 
mind that this bearer of the ‘glad 
tidings’ might have anything to do 
with the G. P. U. However, three 
days after I had talked very inti- 
mately with this brother, I was 
called to the secret department of 
the G. P. U. The agent in this ter- 
rible office talked to me _ rather 
kindly. He invited me to sit down 
by his desk and then adroitly ap- 
proached the subject. I was horror- 
stricken when I learned that the 
secret I had told my brother was 
known by the G. P. U. In fact, the 
agent repeated my exact words. 
Fortunately, there was no matter 
of politics involved—it pertained 
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only to brotherly affairs in the 
church. The agent strictly reproved 
me and warned me that I must be 
more careful in the future. The role 
of my brother was very evident, 
and after a little while other be- 
lievers noticed it also. 

“You can hardly imagine how 
many secret agents there are in 
Soviet Russia. Parents are watched 
by their children, the husband by 
his wife.” 

While we are on the subject of 
cruelty, the Communists have nou 
monopoly on beastliness. Here is a 
recent statement of Lady Astor oi 
England concerning the sufferings 
of Jewish children in Germany: 
“Literally, Icannot read what is 
happening to Jewish children in 
Germany, but I’m sore. We do not 
want to hate. If Germany is hating 
Jews she is bound to suffer, be- 
cause hate is a poison. If I were a 
Jew I would get every child out oi 
Germany, but grown-ups must stay 
in endeavor to pull the country 
around.”

Ching Weichow was 
carried away by his troops - and 
later died. The pursuing soldiers 
found the grave of the former lead-

CHILD CRIME ON THE 
INCREASE—WHY ? 

Juvenile delinquency has _ in- 
creased 50 per cent in New York 
City in the past year. The district 
attorneys of the five boroughs are 
credited with saying that there are 
startling increases in the number 
of young boys arrested and that 
the menace of the street gang is 
increasing. Scores of boys between 
14 and 19 years are employed as 
“spotters” and gun carriers for 
older criminals. “Youth are the 
most persistent violators of the 
law.” 

Professor Corrigan, professor of 
sociology at Boston College, speak- 
ing at Fordham University said: 
“We are raising a generation of 
young pagans with little moral 
sense and the vaguest ideas of a 
religious responsibility. The result 
is a harvest of juvenile delin- 
quency, of brazen standards of per- 
sonal conduct and a general let- 
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down in the quality of youthful 
ideals. No religious training of 
youth is bad enough, but when to 
this is added the anti-religious 
training to which young men and 
women are subjected in many of 
our secular colleges and universi- 
ties the destruction of youthful 
ideals is complete. In many our 
youth are being taught that the 
criminal is in no way responsible 
for his crime, that the ordinary 
citizen has not the slightest shred 
of freedom in his acts, that every- 
thing is predestined by heredity. 
Free will is pictured as a delusion, 
responsibility as non-existent, con- 
science as a lie. What wonder that 
youthful conduct and morals are 
causing concern.” — The United 
Presbyterian.

Mistress of Nations

Text: “There shall be signs in 
the sun and in the moon and in 
the stars, and upon the earth dis- 
tress of nations with perplexity, 
the sea and. the waves roaring.” 

The above mentioned text de- 
scribes world conditions just prior 
to the coming of the Lord in glory. 
It is part of an answer to the ques- 
tion asked by His disciples con- 
cerning the sign of His coming and 
of the end of the age. With His 
coming we find: first, certain cos- 
mic disturbances, such as the sun 
being darkened, the moon turn- 
ed into blood and signs in the stars. 
By this phenomena the Hebrews 
understood the downfall of world 
kingdoms used in Isa. 13:10 with 
reference to the overthrow of 
Babylon which had a temporary 
fulfillment in its destruction but 
awaits further and complete ful- 
fillment at the end of the age. It 
was used with reference to the de- 
struction and fall of the kingdom 
of Egypt, Eze. 32:7-8. Isa. 34:4 as- 
sociates such signs with the judg- 
ments of nations during the tribu- 
lation. These signs are found in 
connection with the prophecy of 
Joel 2:28-31 concerning the out- 


pouring of the Holy Spirit at Pen- 
tecost. Such signs were an evi- 
dence or token of war and _blood- 
shed, literally fulfilled in the cap- 
ture of Jerusalem by the armies of 
Titus when possibly 1,000,000 Jews 
were slain. From our Lord in Matt. 
24:6 we find that wars were proph- 
esied to occur at different intervals 
during His absence. However, in 
our text we learn that there is to 
be a revival of world disturbances 
through war and bloodshed just 
prior to His coming. That there 
awaits a fulfillment in literal vis- 
ibility of a darkened sun and moon 
accompanied by falling stars is 
very evident in the light of Rev. 
6:12, 13. Gathering from Luke 21: 
26 we learn that the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. These re- 
fer to satanic power and majesty 
being in turmoil, tottering, ready to 
fall, to be near to ruin. As it is evi- 
denced in Rev. 12:12 Satan know- 
eth that he hath but a short time. 
It is indeed queer that cosmic signs 
and disturbances appear with dis- 
tress of nations, war, bloodshed, 
etc. Yet when we turn back to 
Gen. 1:14-18 in the creation of the 
lights in the firmaments of heaven 
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they were not only to divide the 
day from the night but were to be 
for signs, for seasons, and identity 
of days and years, also to rule the 
day and the night. 

The careful observer will see in 
these signs and distress of nations 
an arrangement and rule of pyovi- 
dence over both the material and 
spiritual world. The former is dis- 
turbed because of the uprising of 
the latter and as one has_ been 
troubled through the fall, so is the 
other by its sin and the impending 
judgments of God which await it. 
When we consider the recurrence 
of the darkened sun and the mooi) 
sanguined in blood accompanied 
by falling stars, we find that God 
hath prophetically sounded the fall 
of the nations and that there will 
be a great shake-up in Satan’s 
kingdom. The tremendous deluge 
of fascism, communism, Hitlerism, 
and atheism are all _ political 
schemes of satanic origin to try to 
reorganize and muster his forces 
enmass for the last deadly conflict 
at Armageddon where Antichrist 
will stand up against the Lord’s 
anointed. It is more than a mere 
coincidence that these signs are to 
appear along with troublesome 
conditions throughout the world. It 
is a prophetic finger of God point- 
ing to the coming judgment of 
world powers now under satanical 
reign. 

What May We Expect? 

If there be no further evidence 
or proof of the inspiration of the 
scriptures than the fact that the 
sun has been darkened, and the 
moon seen to be dripping blood, 
and that stars have fallen as his- 
tory states and that kingdoms of 
which they are prophetic have fal- 
len, these are sufficient. From 
the astronomers we learn that dur- 
ing the year 1935 we are to have no 
less than seven eclipses, five of the 
sun,-two of the moon; something 
which has not _ happened 
since 1805, and astronomers say 
cannot occur again until the year 
2435. The Pathfinder records that 
in the year 1805 there was an over- 
dose of trouble. Naval battles fol- 
lowed particularly that of Trafal- 
gar, the greatest naval battle in 
history, when the English fleet un- 
der Nelson wiped out the com- 
bined fleets of Spain and France. 
These eclipses have been known to 
the ancients, recorded as far back 
as 2355 B. C. An eclipse of the sun 
has been traced to Aug. 29, 776 B. 
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C., a few years before the found- 
ing of Rome. It is stated that after 
this eclipse there followed all 
kinds of disaster, especially to the 
common people. It is perfectly 
natural that when the heavenly 
bodies are disturbed that there 
would be an injurious effect earth- 
ward, since the earth is under the 
rule of the heavenly illuminaries, 
especially as to seasons. That we 
are approaching a time of trouble 
of which these eclipses may be 
prophetic is evidenced by the past 
year which was one of drouth 
throughout Europe and_e the 
United States. China has also 
been visited by tremendous floods, 
many people have been destroyed 
by floods in the United States. 
20,000 are now homeless in 
Mississippi Valley, Florida has also 
been visited by snows and freezes, 
resulting in great injury to vegeta- 
tion. Famines were also listed as a 
part of the category of troubles 
which would characterize the age. 
These affect the common people 
in particular, they also prove the 
inspiration of the Old Book. 
World Disorders 

We have in these famines, floods, 
world disorders and disturbances 
of the vegetable kingdom, com- 
merce, and unemployment coupled 
with the rising fear of war in Euro- 
pean countries and a potentially 
existing state of war now in dif- 
ferent Asiatic countries along with 
China and Japan, a fulfillment of 
our text. Political strife is also an 
evidence that we are approaching 
the days of the coming of Christ. 
Such is the purpose of cosmic dis- 
turbances and signs coupled with 
political uprisings. Nations are try- 
ing to settle themselves and if pos- 
sible unite together to prevent in- 
ternational collapse. 

Distress 

The word “distress” comes from 
the Greek word, “sunecho,” which 
means in the causative sense; 
first, to try to hold together. Have 
you ever in all history known of 
such an effort thru the League 
of Nations, the World Court, In- 


ternational Trade Conference, 
Peace Treaties and Pacts as 
has for the last couple of 


decades been put forth to try to 
stabalize international union? Sec- 
ond, to confine. While there has 
been a tremendous effort to try to 
effect peace thru world union, 
there has never in the period of the 
human history been a greater ef- 
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fort on the part of one nation or 
nations to try to eliminate the 
rights and authority of each other, 
thus confining certain channels. 
privileges and liberties common to 
all nations. Third, shut up, close. 
These nations that are trying to 
hold together thru scraps of paper 
and peace treaties and who are 
trying to define and confine the 
limits and privileges of others by 
means of shutting up thru closed 
doors and international policy, cer- 
tain rights and liberties are them- 
selves by the same principle and 
rule shut up. Nations of today find 
themselves shut up by means of a 
lack of authority one over the 
other.Such conditions are designed 
to cause fear and distrust. Trade 
regulations and tariff laws confine 
and shut up the markets of one 
nation to protect the rights of an- 
other. By these certain nations’ 
prosperity is hindered, how- 
ever as a whole the interna- 
tional trade system is closed up 
because of an oversupply of pro- 
ducts and a lack of market for 
them. Many nations are also “shut 
up” by overcrowded population. 
We are fast entering the stage of 
the collapse of commercial Babylon 
founded upon greed and luxury as 
mentioned in Rev. 18:10-19. Mer- 
chants are now, by means of world 
trade regulations, and poor mar- 
kets, beginning to weep and mourn 
because no man buyeth their mer- 
chandise. Because of these unset- 
tled world conditions money is tied 
up in banks and vaults and the na- 
tions are stranded both for a lack 
of finance and commercial activity. 
Soon merchants and moneyed men 
will “beat their breasts and wail.” 
Perplexity 
comes from the Greek word “apor- 
ia” but primarily from “poreuo,” 
meaning to convey, transport, to 
go, pass from One place to another. 
With privative “a” the idea is that 
nations are without means or ways 
of transport to convey or carry out 
the plans and purpose of those who 
themselves sit at the helm of these 
troubled nations. There are hin- 
drances to every cause and at ev- 
ery corner, therefore, the rulers of 
nations are without means and are 
caused to hesitate ang to be at a 
stand, to be in doubt and perplexity 
because of the uncertain condition 
or state of affairs. All Bible read- 
ers and much more so do these 
statesmen and officials know that 
this is the correct status of things 
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at the palace or seat of govern- 
ments today. 


Faintin 
As a result of these disturbances, 
unsettled and unaccomplished 


plans, men are fainting, which 
literally means they are relaxing 
into a stupor or state of inactive- 
ness, as a result of seeing no way 
to accomplish their purpose. For 
this reason there has been many 
resignations of presidents, particu- 
larly in France, cabinet members, 
and high public officials. The direct 
cause is first, fear, and second, for 
looking after those things which 
are come on the earth; third, be- 
cause the powers of heaven are 
shaken. 

The word for “shaken” comes 
from the Greek word “‘salos” which 
means agitation, tossing, rolling. 
To be agitated or disturbed men- 
tally, to begin to rock or shake, 
therefore to totter, ready to fall, 
near to ruin. This is the exact 
state of Satan’s kingdom. All his 
principalities, power and dominion 
have been spoiled by the victory of 
the Lord Jesus Christ on the cross. 
And with the agitated and disturb- 
ed conditions of his kingdom as a 
natural sequence, earth’s king- 
doms over which he rules are like- 
wise agitated and disturbed and 
entering a state of collapse and 
ruin. 


Sea and Waves Roaring 
Therefore, in the last clause of 
our text we are told that the sea 
and waves are roaring. This is the 
Gentile sea representing the mass 
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of the human populace which, as a 
result of the wicked reign of Satan 
and the spirit of the Antichrist, it 
is now troubled. It exists therefore 
in state of agitation and confusion. 
The word for roaring means sound, 
noise, report, fame, rumor. Conse- 
quently, the report and _ current 
rumor or actions of other nations 
set in opposition to those who are 
seeking fame and individual priv- 
ileges have caused these unsettled 
and troublesome conditions which 
confront the nations of today. 


Consolation 

The world must drink its cup 
of gall and enter the stage of 
the wrath of judgment set by Al- 
mighty God as He deals with man- 
kind that they may learn them- 
selves to be but men. Instead of 
the rising tide of religious perse- 
cution, infidelity and unbelief being 
able to subdue or triumph over the 
Christian religion of Jesus Christ, 
we are by the very presence of 
these troubled waters command- 
ed by our Lord to “look up and lift 
up your heads for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” World problems as 
they exist today were so proph- 
esied. And there is no greater evi- 
dence of the certainty of the tri- 
umph of Christianity through its 
Christ than the fact that conditions 
now confronting the progress of 
Christianity were prophesied as 
preceding His coming and our 
gathering together unto Him. 
Therefore, look up and lift up your 
heads, for your redemption draw- 
eth nigh.

Cabbage Christians 
I think, for they flourish best apart 
from others. Put them near some 
one else, and before long they are 
saying unkind things, and looking 
as sour as vinegar. Every one says 
how sad it is that they are so dif- 
ficult to get on with, for they are 
so good at heart. Unfortunately, 
they pride themselves on being 
out-spoken, and always saying 
what they think. One of these Cab- 
bage Christians once said to Mr. 
Spurgeon. “I always speak my 
mind. That is my talent.” To which 
Mr. Spurgeon replied: “The Lord 
would not mind if you buried that 
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talent!” Let us remember that the 
Lord tells us, “Let your speech be 
alway with grace, seasoned with 
salt” (Col. 4:6). 

Brussels Sprouts Christians 
now, are just the opposite to Cab- 
bage Christians. They get on very 
well together, and are always 
found in clusters. You never hear 
of them quarreling with each oth- 
er. I hope you are either one of 
these, or else a 

Pea Christian 

for these, too, grow and work to- 
gether in unity. There is a saying, 
“Unity is strength.” Pea Christians 
remind me of David’s mighty men, 
“that could keep rank, * * * to 
make David king” (1 Chron. 12: 
38). The one aim of Pea Christians 
is to hasten the coming of their 
King, the Lord Jesus Christ, and so 
they forget their difference of opin- 
ion, and bear with each other.They 
have learned that it is as much 
their Christian duty not to take of- 
fense, as not to give offense! They 
remember that their Master had to 
bear with many different kinds of 
temperaments. How difficult it 
must have been to be patient with 
Peter’s impetuosity, and Thomas’ 
unbelief! Yet He was always pa- 
tient and gentle with all. 

Elizabeth Fry once prayed, “Oh, 
Lord, enable us to keep our ranks 
in righteousness.” Are you keeping 
rank reading this? Remember, you 
have to keep rank. It is not some- 
thing another person can do for 
you! Of course you must join the 
army of King Jesus before you can 
keep rank in it. Have you made 
Him King of your life, and become 
one of His soldiers? Have you said, 

“King of my life I crown Thee now, 

Thine shall the glory be.” 

And have you received from the 
King your armor? He tells us about 
it in Ephesians 6, and commands 
us to “put on the whole armour.” 
There is a Belt (of Truth), a 
Breastplate (of Righteousness). 
Shoes (of Peace), a Shield (of 
Faith), a Helmet (of Salvation), 
and a Sword (God’s Word, the Bi- 
ble). The soldiers of the King of 
kings are commanded never to 
turn their backs on the enemy, but 
always to face him and put him to 
flight in the Name of the Lord.

are just the same. One has to be 
so careful what one says to them 
for they are very easily injured. 
They have to be kept in a shelter- 
ed spot all their lives, and most 
carefully tended. 

Banana Christians 
are much less delicate, but, alas, 
there is always a crookedness 
about them. Just a little kink 
somewhere, which they have never 
brought to the Lord Jesus, to be 
made straight. Then there are the 

Apple Christians 
There are many kinds of these. 
Some are so sweet and nice, others, 
again, are sour and unpleasant, 
leaving a sharpness behind them 
that is not easily forgotten. 

Cherry Christians 
are the same, and it is not always 
those that look the nicest that are 
so in reality. They remind us of the 
text which says, ‘“Man looketh on 
the outward appearance, but the 
Lord looketh on the heart” (1 Sam.

Jesus, and soon he was able to 
sing, like Mr. Bonar, 
“I came to Jesus as I was, 
Weary and worn and saa, 
I found in Him a resting place, 
And He has made me glad.”

MY TRIP TO PORT-AU-PRINCE, 
REPUBLIC OF HAITI

all classes and kinds of denomina- 
tions in the island but in every 
land there is a longing among the 
people who believe in God for a 
deeper experience and it is no trou- 
ble, to get them to accept it if you 
will convince them that you have 
something more for them. We vis- 
ited two missions while there. We 
found great faith among these 
precious people. 

Many of the natives of the is- 
land believe in witchcraft. They 
are very superstituous. They be- 
lieve that you can put a spell on 
them, cause them to lose their eye- 
sight or cause them to be paralyz- 
ed and helpless. Many of them be- 
lieve that for some _ disobedience 
or some displeasure that occurred 
it would cause the wizard or re- 
presentative of the devil to be dis- 
pleased, thereby bringing afflic- 
tion upon them. 

We visited one place out on the 
mountain. We hired a man to take 
us thirty-two miles in a car. They 
met us with some saddle horses at 
the base of the mountain and we 
rode over a rough, narrow path 
several miles. My horse couldn’t 
understand me. Brother Herne 


told me what to say to the horse | 
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in French but I couldn’t remember 
it. When I would speak English it 
seemed to frighten the horse and 
they thought it best to have a man 
walk and lead the horse for me. 1 
was indeed sorry for the footman 
but the horse was young and I am 
sure I could not have controlled 
her. 

After reaching the mountain top 
I met a group of mostly old people 
and it would make you cry to see 
how they reverenced me. I talked 
for thirty minutes thru an inter- 
preter and they seemed to enjoy 
it. Brother Herne spoke to them 
possibly thirty minutes and while 
he was talking a young man who 
had been sent out to notify a 
neighbor came back with a sack of 
different things that the heathen 
used for appeasing the wrath of 
the devil. After the preaching was 
over I was invited into the yard. 
We all stood in a circle and a bon- 
fire was made of the different 
things that were used to appease 
the wrath of the devil. There was 
a large wooden spoon and a fork 
that was used to feed the evil spir- 
it. The wizard would dress himself 
up and paint his face and stand 
before the object of his cruel ha- 
tred and he would be fed with the 
choicest food to appease his wrath. 
They had some little sacks of pow- 
dered prefume that they tied 
around the necks of their children 
and they claim this would keep the 
evil spirits away from their chil- 
dren. There were three bottles of 
liquid perfume that they buried in 
their gardens and fields to keep 
away the evil spirits from _ their 
crops. There was a wrapper that 
they wore at times when they 
prayed to Satan. And many other 
things that they used to appease 
the wrath of the devil. As the bon- 
fire was built of the contents of all 
these things that they used to ap- 
pease the wrath of the devil, they 
all sang in their French tongue, 
“Hold the fort for I am coming, 
Jesus signals still; Wave the an- 
swer back to heaven, By the grace 
of God we will.” 

The man who was saved who 
used these heathen customs, some 
three or four weeks before came 
to Herne’s meeting to take his 
wife home. She had been convert- 
ed. He was very angry und said 
that he would never be _ saved. 
Brother Herne told him he would 
give him three months to come t 
Jesus and this was his first visit 
after the man talked to him. He 
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came fully believing in Jesus and 
saved from his sins. How wonder- 
ful it is to carry the gospel to peo- 
ple who need God so badly, and 
see how they readily accept Jesus. 

On our leaving this mission they 
had the horses all saddled for us to 
ride down the mountain but I was 
afraid that my mount might fal! 
and I insisted on walking back. 
They told me they could take me 
a nearer way but the path was ve- 
ry steep and dangerous. We start- 
ed on our descent. A man_went 
ahead of me with a lantern. They 
cautioned me to be careful and 
gave me a walking stick to brace 
myself. They said should I fall 
from the path I would go down 
some steep place and in all pro- 
bability I would lose my life. I not- 
iced aman following me _ very 
closely. I decided to look up at the 
stars and when I did I stepped off 
the path. The man behind me 
threw his arms around me and im- 
mediately placed me back on the 
path. I realized that he was watch- 
ing me closely and every time! 
would stumble he would pu nis 
hands around me and brace me 
up. It certainly made an impres- 
sion on me that God is able to aid 
us in all our trials and difficulties. 
It made me appreciate the interest 
of the native more than you can 
imagine. 

There are three classes of peo- 
ple in the island. Brother Herne’s 
father used to be president of the 
island and at one time he had 
charge of the government drug 
store. Brother Herne is a graduate 
in pharmacy. He took me around 
and introduced me to his relatives 
and friends. At one time he moved 
in high circles and is now highly 
respected. The common class of 
people on the island are very poor 
and they cultivate their ground by 
cutlass and hoes. They have no 
plows, no wagons or carts. They 
use donkeys, horses and mules but 
they use them as pack animals, 
taking their products to market on 
their horses and donkeys’ backs. 
They bring in large bundles of 
wood and charcoal, beans, peas, 
corn, sugar cane, and in fact, ev- 
erything that they produce. The 
women do most of the marketing 
of their crops. Sometimes they 
will have four or five horses or 
donkeys all laden with their pro- 
ducts. Sometimes the women who 
are not able to own an animal will 
carry the products on their heads 
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for miles to market. Some of them 
go twenty or thirty miles with 
their donkeys. 

It is pitiful to see the poverty 
among the poorer class. The most 
of them own their own homes in 
the city and country. It may be 
just a thatched house. Most of 
them are built out of lime and mud 
covered with tin. In the city they 
find a little vacant place beside the 
street and there they put on a con- 
tainer and cook a corn mush. This 
corn is soaked and beaten with a 
maul until it is soft. They take a 
quart cup and fill it about two- 
thirds full of this mush and pour 
over it black molasses which they 
get from the sugar mill. This is 
the diet of the poorer class. This 
costs five cents of their money and 
one cent of our money. The price 
for shining shoes is ten cents and 
many other things the prices are 
about the same as they are in 
America. Two cents of our money 
is worth ten cents of their money. 
One dollar of our money is equal 
to five dollars of their money. 

The streets are filled from early 
morning until late at night with 
people trading and trafficing, car- 
rying on their business for a liv- 
ing. The chief sin of the island is 
immorality and _ intemperance. 
How bad these precious people 
need the Gospel of Jesus Christ to 
redeem them from a life of sin and 
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destruction. How readily they are 
to accept the truth when it is pre- 
sented to them. Many of the better 
class of people in the island visited 
me between services and expressed 
their appreciation of my visit to the 
island and gave me a cordial invi- 
tation to return. 

The mission station is on a large 
bank ten or twelve feet above the 
street. The view from the mission 
is one of the best in the city. Up- 
stairs you can see the ship docks 
and the aeroplane base, the presi- 
dent’s mansion and most every im- 
portant place in the ¢ity. This mis- 
sion is soon to be sold by an admin- 
istrator of an estate. How I wish 
we were able to buy it. I think it is 
a very desirable place for the work 
that is being carried on there. Ii 
we were just able to finance the 
work, I am sure hundreds of souls 
would be brought into the fold of 
Jesus. I earnestly ask that every 
one pray that God will direct and 
some one will give enough to pur- 
chase this building. I wrote to 
Brother Herne to find out what it 
could be bought for and I am sure 
that in two or three weeks I will 
have a reply from him. If any one 
should wish to contribute to this 
cause, you may take it up with me. 
May God bless the mission work of 
the Church and increase its funds 
so that we may be able to rescue 
these precious souls.

THE WORLD PREPARES FOR 
WAR 


Summaries published by the For- 
eign Policy association furnish a 
factual and statistical basis for the 
statement, frequently made and 
generally believed, that the great 
powers of the world are feverishly 
preparing for war. The statement 
is true. Unlimited competition in 
military preparation in time of 
peace reached its pre-war climax 
in 1913. In comparison with figures 
for that the following per cents of 
increase: France 25; Italy, 26; 
Great Britain 48; U. S. 190; Japan, 
388. Russia’s military expenditures 
have doubled since 1927. The fig- 
ure for the U. S. is partly explain- 
ed by the fact that in 1913 we 
were not in the race, and the per 
cent of increase is therefore esti- 
mated on a very small base. Only 
Germany shows a decrease, and 
that only 23 per cent. So near does 
“disarmed” Germany come to 
spending as much on armament as 
did the kaiser’s militaristic regime! 
Other factors besides expenditures 
enter into the picture. Mechaniza- 
tion and motorization of artillery 
and transport and the recent vast 
expansion of military aviation have 
put all the armies on hair-triggers. 
The extension of military training 
to larger numbers of civilians is a 
policy practiced by many but 
reaching its greatest development 
in Italy where every male between 
the ages of eight and thirty-three 
is required to receive military 
training. Perhaps Europe really be- 
lieves Johannes Steel’s prediction 
that the world will be engulfed in 
another and a worse war by July, 
1935. It is moving in the right di- 
rection to produce the result 
against which it is preparing. — 
Christian Century.
